$22,000, and the figures for previous 
years show a steady growth. Last 
year a towel factory and a soap fac- 
tory were established in China and 
both have been successful. Chicago 
ig at the front In this trade. At some 
of the factories In the stockrards dis- 
trict soap for the Chineses trade is a 
specialty. It {# not soap that we are 

roud of, but it fs the kind of soap 
that China wants, “of low quality 
highly scented and gaudily decorated,” 
to use Consul Anderson’s phrase. The 
Japs, with no nice discrimination in 
their methods, have, however, of late 
been cutting into the trade by selling 
soap with bogus European and Amer- 
fean labels. The business promises to 
develop rapiliy, and while it cannot 
be said that “there are miliions in it,” 
ag there were in Colonel Sellers’s Chi- 
nese scheme, there is a reasonable 
profit in store for the American bearer 
of culture In the shape of towels and 
soap.
